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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant first argues that Marcy does not teach using access parameters to directly access a child node. However, 
as pointed out by the applicant (page 12, applicant's remarks/arguments), a handle is used to access a particular addressable location in 
an XML document. Thus, direct access is taught by Marcy. Furthermore, the direct access, as also pointed out by the applicant (page 12, 
applicant's remarks/arguments), access data values of attributes. These data values of attributes include data values within child nodes, 
as explained in column 5, lines 36-50. Thus, there is direct access to values that are within child nodes as well. Lastly, as explained in 
column 5, lines 25-25, and column 6, lines 23-34, Marcy teaches direct access to values using attribute and handle information as acess 
parameters to directly access the data values. As explained in the previous office action, in a tree hierarchy, a child node is always relative 
to a parent node, as shown in Fig 1., Thus, directly accessing a location for child node data, the location is also relative to the parent's 
location, and also the child relationship in a hierarchy, is also relative to it's parent node. Therefore, the applicant's arguments are not . 
persuasive for claims 1-62 with respect to the reasoning explained above. 
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
